Citizen Miniter, f fend you an account of the march 
of the French army to Cairo, of the battle of Chebreiffe, 
and that of Embabet, near the pyramids. ‘The Com- 
mander in Chief employed the 16th, 17th, and 18th, 
in organizing the provifional government of Alexandria, 
and arranged matters for the defence of the port and 


city. The Commander in Chief was convinced of the 


At the tilkivg of 


importance of carrying the army towards Cairo, wich 
all poflible sapidity, not only to prevent the Mamelucks 
from having aa opportunity of taking defenfive meafures, 
but alfo to prevent them from carrying off the {tores from 
that place. Two routes prefeoted themfelves, one by 
Demenhure, and the other by Rofetta ; both of them 
had nearly the fame difficulties, but the former was by 
much the fhorteit. ‘The {quadron was moored at fo 
confiderable a diftance from the fhore, that the ftores 
referved for the troops could not be difembarkeds” The 
flotilla was not able to arrive at Rofetta before the divi- 
fion of the French army. They could not, therefore, 
put themfelves into immediate Mouon, without faffering 
many privatiors, and without being reduced to the ne- 
ceflity of providing for themfelves. ‘ 

Time was precious. Buonaparte was accultomed io 
command extriuordinary things, and his army was as ac- 
cultomed to perform: them with an ardour belonging to 
the French troops only, and with a confidence worthy 
of fuch a commander, determined to traverfe the de 
farts, and by the thorte(t route vo reach the Nile, and 
advance with rapidity towards Cairo. The 4th of July, 
the divifion under General Defaix received orders to 
march towards Demenhure. The sth, the disifion of 
General Kleber, commanded by General Dugue, re- 
ceived orders to march to Rofetta, and to feize that 
place ;, to leave a garrifon, and to proceed along ‘ the 
left bank of the Nile, and direct his march to the heights 
of Demenhure. General Kleber, during his convalef- 
cence, was appointed te command at Alexandria. Ge- 
neral Menou, who was likewife recovered trom his 
wounds, received orders to take the command of Ro- 
fetta. All the tranfports‘are moored in the port of A- 
lexandria, and the thips of war, not being able to enter 
that port, received orders to moor oppolite Aboukir, to 
difembark the artillery. The gan-boats, and all the o- 
ther light veffels forming the flotilla, uader the command 
of Perree and Andreofly, received orders to repair to 
Rofetta, and to remount the Nile, following the march 
of the divifion of Dugue. The 3th July, at night, the 
General in Chief left Alexandria, having fent before, 
the divifions of Bon, Reaca, and Menou, for the pur- 
pofe of going to Demenhure, where he arrived the next 
dy. For the fpace of fourteen leagues which the army 
traverfed, there was nothing but a barren defart, where 
there was found but a few bad wells, which, however, 
faved she army frono perifhing with thirlt, During the 
march we were harrafled by the Arabs, and lo/t about 
thirty men. The gth, the army refted. 

On the roth, the army proceeded to Rahmaine, where 
it refted on the 11th and 12th.—The divilion, under 
General Defaix, received information of a body of Ma- 
melucks, tothe number of 600, which attacked them 
about half way. But he difpofed his divifions in fo 
malterly.a manner, that waerever they prefented them- 
felves they found a fatal fire meet their attack. The 
General in ~Chief, who had preceded the divifion of 
Defaix to Rahmaine with the other divifions, marched 
before him and the enemy retired. Citizen Parmenier, 
and foine grenadiers, with a guide on horfeback, were 
killed. "The enemy loft about forty men. © The divi- 
fion of General Dugue arrived at Roferta, together with 
the flotilla, from which the army received refrefhments. 
—We received intelligence tht the Mamélucks advan- 
céd upon us in twocoljmns. Frorty thesice the army 
proceeded to Miniel Salame, be General in Chief

haying received intelligence that the Manjifucks, to the 
number of 4000 cavatry, were polted at the eof 
Cueorient, tier right extending towards the Niffe, 


where they had a flotilla of gun boats and at the village 
they had feveral pieces of cannon. He ordered the Ad- 
jutant General Royer to reconnoitre thefe from the Nile. 
The 13th July, he ordered the Prench flotilla to follow 
the movements of the army, to harrafs the enemy by a 
quick cannonade, and to act according to circumflantes 
for the affiftance of the army. Jr left Miniel Salame at 
two o’clock in the morning. At day break they met 
the enemy, when they engaged their flotilla. At the 
fame time we perceived the Mamelucks on the plain, to 
the amount of 4000 men. © The General in Chief im- 
mediately formed the order of battle by parallellograms, 
in which he inclofed the baggage, and difpofed our few 
cavalry fo. as to flank. each others. He took two yil- 
lages in the rear, in which he placed a referve of able 
men and artillery, and the depot of the cavalry. : 

The artillery was fo difpofed, that on whatever 
quarter the enemy made the attack upon us, they thould 
meet its fire. ‘The Mamelucks prefented themfelves*at 
the head of the column, and arrived within the length'of 
half-cannon fhot. T'he General. then gave orders to 
fire, and each thot, whether from cannon or howitzer, 
had fuch effect, that the enemy dared not attack us. 
They prefented themfelves at other points, bur at alf 
points they found us alike prepared. The flotilla was 
conftantly engaged, being attacked on all fides by the 
enemy, to whom it did confiderable mifchief. One of 
our floops and a gun-boat were taken by the enemy, but 
we retook them. At length the Mamelucks having loft 
300 men and a gun-boat blown up, fled in diforder. 
T'he Commander in Chief ordered General’ Zaihoufe- 
heck to difembark 1100 men from the flotilla; and or- 
dered them to follow the army on the right bank of the 
Nile, fo as to be able to procure fubfiftence in the Delta, 
and to fend it tothearmy. I will not fpeak of the 
conduct of General Pertet, Chief of the Divifion of 
General Andreoffey, and of Zaihoufeheck, or of the fol- 
diers on board the flotilla, who alone fultained the ac- 
tion of that day; but I cannot help mentioning Monge 
and Butteley, and Citizen Bourienne, Secretary to the 
Commander in Chief, and the Paymaller Jaconette 5 
they proved that, in fighting again{t the enemies of our 
country, every Frenchman is a foldier. 

The army halted at Chebreiffe ; the 14th July they 
halted at Schubur, where, in coufequence of the low- 
nefs of the water of the Nile, our communication with 
our flotilla was cut off, which expofed us to the mott 
ferious difficulties. On the 15th the army halted at 
. Comme Scherif—the 16th at Alram—on the 17th at 
Abone Cabe—and on the 18th at Wardam. On the 
Igth they remained at Wardam, and on the 2oth 
marched to Orcmedmar. When we arrived at that 
place, the Commander in Chief was informed that the” 
Mamelucks were entrenched at Embabet, abaye Calro, 
and that they had above 6000 cavalry, both Mlamelucks 
and Arabs ; he was alfo informed that they meant to 
refifthim. On the 24{t our army began its march.— 
General Defaix’s divifion formed, as ulual, the adyan- 
ced guard—they fell in at break of day with about 500 
Mamelucks, who retreated as our army advanced. 

About four in the afternoon the French army ad- 
vanced to the villaces of Werock and Boutis, about 
half a league from Embabet, where we perceived the 
entrenched camp of the enemy, and a part of the caval 
ty op the plain. The Commander in Chief formed 
the order of battle as on the 13th, but in fuch a man- 
» Het as 40 expofe the enemy Mote to our fire ; he gave 
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teh troops time to reft_ while he" was tranfmitting or- 
ders forthe attack. General Defgix’s divilion was on 
the right of the army, and followed by that of Gene- 
ral Reynier’s, Kleber’s was in the centre, and Gene- 
ral Bon’s on the left. ‘he Mamelucks commenced 
the agtack, and charged the divifions of Generals De- 
faix and Reynier with the greatelt impetuolity 5 but 
their divifions having referved their fire till the enemy 
were within half mufquet thot, and prefented an im- 
penetrable rampart of bayonets, the Mamelucks retired, 
leaving 500 men dead upon the-field. At the fame 
time Generals Bon and Menou attacked their entrench- 
ments, in which were about forty pieces of bad artillery, 
defended by abour half the Mameluck cavalry. The 
French, in this attack, difplayed a degree of courage 
unknown ‘The entrenchments were forced, and 
about 1500 of the cavalry were either killed or driven 
into the Nil-, where they were drowned. Every one 
of the Mamelucks was mounted upon a fine Lorie, and 
richly equipped ; they had fine armour, and their pur- 
fes full of pold. Our brave foldiers were amply re- 
compenfed for the labour they underwent. We pur- 
{ued the army as far as Giza, where we arrived at nine 
o’clock at night after a march of eighteeo hours. Our 
head-quarters were e(tablifhed at the houfe of Murat 
Bey, who fled into Upper Egypt. Although the ene- 
my burat fome of their fhips of war, yet we have taken 
feveral. re 

On the 22d of July, the city of Cairo furrendered 
to the French army, and, from that moment, Egypt 
was relieved from the tyranny of the Mamelucks.  I- 
brahim Bey fled during the night between the 21it and 
22d, with the reft of the Mamelucks, to the right bank 
of the Nile. The people attacked the houfes of the 
Beys, which were either burnt or pillaged. Oa the 
23d, we had not received any intelligence of our flotil- 
la, which gave us great uneafinefs. It arrived at fsx in 
the evening. Perree, Chief of Divifion, came in a gun- 
boat, having left the xebec and gallies behind, which 
could not come further for want of water. The flotil- 
la was conftantly attacked by parties,of Arabs, on both 
fides of the Nile. The army, in its march to Cairo, 
underwent fatigues, and fuftained heats, that were be- 
yond all defcription, ‘They hived only upon meat, ve- 
getables, and water melons. We pafléd through defert- 
ed villages, ia which were corn-ricks, but we had not 


here. 


the means uf converting them into flour. The army 
was feventeen days without bread. The foldiers are 
well; they enjoy the fruits of their labour. We have 


to lament the lofs of fome men who died of fatigue, and 
of fome others whofe imprudence caufed the Arabs to 
aflaflinate them. The battle coft us 20 men killed, and 
‘120 wounded. The Commander in Chief is preparing 
to march to Damietta, Suez, and Fayom. It is impof- 
fible to ayoid {peaking of the effential fervices which 
Citizens Ventour and Macgallom have rendered to the 
army ; the latter was. wounded by the Arabs. Citizen 
Ventour did nat quit the Commander in Chief one mo- 
ment.—+—Live the Republic !

Since the army has entered Cairo, the General has 
been employed in organizing the provinces of Egypt.— 
‘Murat Bey, with his Mamelucks, is in Upper Egvpt.— 
Ibrahim Bey,’ and the Beys and Mamelucks who are 
with his, have marched to Belbeis, which is two days 
journey fram C§ira, where he is endeavouring to ax- 
cite the inhabitants of the Delta again({t us. The Com- 
mander in Chief has establifled an entrenched camp 
within four leagues of Cairo, fo as to keep in check the 
the forces of Murat Bey. On the 2d of Augult, Le- 
clerk, with 300 cavalry, three companies of grenadiers, 
and two pieces of cannon, advanced to Elkawha, half 
way to Cairo. On the sth, Leclerk was attacked by 
4000 men, whom he repulfed. On the 7th of Augutt, 
the Commander in Chief, with a part of the General 
Staff, and a part of the divifions of Reynier, Lamres, 
and Dugue, ‘fet of in feareh of Ibrahim Bey, with an 
intention to drive him out of Epypt. After a forced 
march of four days, with about 309 cavalry, he arrived 
at Salehich on the 11th, at about three o’clock in the 
afternoon, at the moment at which Ibrahim Bey, his 
cavalry, and his convoy were fetting off in hafte, on the 
news of our approach. From eight to nine hundred 
chofen Mamelucks formed his advanced guard. About 
100 men of the 22d horfe chaffeurs, and the 7th regi- 
ment of huffars, made an attack upon the rear guard 
with great violence, but they were unable to make them- 
felves mafters of the fpoils of Ibraham, of his women, his 
treafures, and a part of the riches of his caravans.—I- 
braham was purlued into the defarts, where he aban- 
doned two bad pieces of cannon and fome camels laden 
with his tents. He muft be nine days march from Ga- 
za, to which he was retreating. As he had not time to 
provide himfelf with water and provifions, there is rea- 
fon to fuppofe that he became an eafy prey to want or 
to the Arabs. Thedivifion of Reynier remained at Sa- 
lehich, where the Commander in Chief fixed an en- 
trenched camp. 

The army, on the oth of Augulft, on its arrival at 
Belbeis, met a part of the caravan of Cairo difperfed in 
different villages ; we efcorted them as far as Cairo — 
On the 14th of Auguft, the Commander ia. Chief ree 
entered Cairo. He-had, on his journey, received intel- 
ligence of the engagement between our fleet and that of 
the Englith. ‘The divifion of Defaix will to-morrow 
move forward in purfuit of Murat Bey, and the wreck 
of his army, in Upper Egypt. The whole of Egypt 
has fubmitted to the French Generals to command. in 
the different provinces, and the civil authorities of the 
country are in a ftate of organization. The opening of 
the canal of Cairo took place yelterday with much 
pomp. . The people teftified the greatelt joy at feeing 
the French partake in the feat.

HALIFAX (AMERICA)—Sept. 29. 

Oo Tuefday lalt, the 25th inftant, in the forenoon, 
the atmofphere appeared thick—the fky louring—and 
every thing gave tokens of an mee, gale. The 
wind nearly fouth, about noon began to freihen into a 
heavy breeze, and backened towards the ealtern board 
to.about S. E. Between four and five o’clock P. M. 
a fmart fhower of rain pafled over, which feemed to 
have given additional force to the wind. The veffels 
in. the harbour prepared to fudain it by ftriking their 
rop-gallant-matts, yards, &c. betting go their beft an- 
chors, and exerting every means which might enable 
them to with{tand its fary, which by this time produced 
a confiderable fwell in the road. The firft thip which 
began to drift, notwith{tanding all thefe neceflary pre- 
zautions, was the Penelope, an American veilel, ac 

vitted but a few days before by the Admiralty ; the 

athwart the bows of a Danith veffel, recently 
brought in forexamination. The Dane’s bowfprit car- 
ried away the Penelope’s mizen maft ; the latter then 
got clear, and: foon after was driven up towards the 
navy yard. ; 

The gale now inereafed to a moft tremendous vio- 
lence—veered from the eaitward, and blew directly up 
tlie harbour. The fea run dreadful, and dafhed in pie- 
ces almoftvevery thing ‘which oppofed it. ‘The prize- 
veftels lately feat in by the Prevoyante, the tran{ports 
with the troops on board, nearly ready to fail for Ber- 
muda, and many other veffels, were hurried before it, 
without being able to make the leaft refiftance. The 
ti@e, which thould have ceafed rifing by eight o’clock, 
continued to How until near nine. The wharfs were 
nearly all under water; the timber began to give way, 
and the veffels faltened to them affifted in dragging 
them into the harbour. The moon, which occafionally 
broke through the clouds, difclofed a profpect which 
baffles all defcription 
nearly on their Siem ends—others a@tually upfet—many 
with their malts torn by the board—wharfs and ftores 
"ed with valuable merchandize, dafhed into atoms ;— 
and in fhort, one continued fcene of devattation and 
ruin, the whole length of the town, from the King’s 
Lumber Wharf to the Navy Yard. ' 

The brig Betfey, nearly ready to fail for London 
with a valuable cargo of fagar, &c. drove from the 
Long-wharf, together with the thip Liberty (a large re- 
taken American veffel that had juft landed her cargo. ): 
The head of the Liberty was towards the town, and in 
her paflage up the harbour, the ran foul of and dragged 
many other veffels adrift, which might otherwife have 
faftained the tempeft without much injury. The fhip

On the morning following, the harbour exhibited an 
ce truly melancholy—feareely a fingle veffeb 
po to ride, except the King’s thips ; the Packet, 
and the. Earl Moira, the Matilda lying nearly bottom 
upwards on the beach leading to the navy yard—the 
e mentioned a little diftance from her—the 
ihips Penelope, Liberty, a tranfport, and a {chooner 
commanded by Captain Elmflie, were driven quite up 
to the walls of the dock yard; above it, high on the 
beach near the navy hofpital, lay two of the veilels late- 
ly fent in by the Prevoyante—on the Dartmouth fide, 
at the entrance of the Narrows, a large fhip laden with 
cocoa and tobacco, lately fent in by the Lynx, lay bil- 
ged—a little further down the harbour, a Danifh thip 
with a cargo of fugars, &c. the Ann tranfport and the 
brig Betfey, were ftranded. “The -veffels are now un- 
lading, and it is thought will be faved, as will probably 
near the whole of their refpettive cargoes. One brig, 
the William, laden with fugar and molaffes, prize to the 
Prevoyante, went on fhore near what is called the Black 
Rock, was entirely dathed in pieces, and the whole 
cargo loft—on board the latter, perifhed an unfortunate 
young gentleman (Mr Sutherland) belonging to the 
Prevoyante; but we are happy to learn, that amid{t 
all this tumult and ‘deftruction, but few lives were loft. 
The image is computed at fully 100,000]. The 
Lynx floop of war had a moft fingular efcape, after 
driving from her anchors, the run foul of another man 
of-war, and, in pafling her, fhe fortunately hooked on 
the other fhips anchors into her aftermoft port, which 
fhie carried off with the cable to it, and by this the out- 
rade the whole gale with her {tern to the wind, as the 
other man of war was luckily fo well moored as to hold 
them both. ‘The appearance of the country after the 
ftorm was fingular, every tree and vegetable was 
blighted and withered as if they had been fcorched 
with fire.
